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CHARLES GOLDWATER 

The death of Mr. Charles Goldwater came as a very great shock 
to most of us, especially to his classmates, who took lectures with him 
on Thursday. Had he lived he would have graduated this year with 
the class of fifteen in Arts. There was universal regret and sadness 
among his numerous friends this morning at the news of his sudden 
death. Goldw ater was a quiet, unassuming chap, a good worker, 
well thought of by the students and much admired by his circle of in- 
timate friend*. His untimely call will be a source of very deep sorrow 
lo his classmate? and of universal regret among the students. 
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A FAULTY PREPARATION 

Of late the general tendency has been to make the transition be- 
tween the final year at "school" and the initial year at "college" as 
slight as possible. Those in charge of preparatory education through- 
out the Pro\ince of Quebec have been acting in unison with the Mc- 
Gill authorities in order to harmonize, so far as possible, the-two edu- 
cative systems. Already much has been accomplished, but it is very 
desirable that more should be done. Judging from the way that the 
professorial axe falls so "shrewdly to the purpose" on large numbers 
of first year stutU nts, there is a wide chasm somewhere between the 
two systems. Either the schools require too little or the University 
is expecting too much. Some such a condition as this was observed 
last June in the English composition of the School Learning Examin- 
ations where out of 347 candidates 107 failed, and among those who 
passed only 6 secured first class rank. 

Perhaps there has been a lack of understanding on the part of the 
school teachers throughout the Province as to the kind and quality of 
composition work demanded by the University. Teachers trained at 
the- leading uni\ersities, both in Canada and in other countries, are 
capable of performing, with average pupils, better work than was 
shown in the examination alluded to above. These candidates appear 
to have normal intelligence; and they have survived a process of se- 
lection that has been going on with some severity before the matricu- 
lation stage. One feels forced to believe that better results ought to 
have been obtained. It seems a reasonable conclusion to say that such 
undesirable results were due, in a very large measure, to a lack of 
understanding, between the school teachers of the Province and the 
University authorities, as to the particular kind of work required. 
Such a "slaughter of innocences" need not occur, and any attempts 
to bring about more harmony, in the matter of English composition or 
of other subjects, between the preparatory and University depart- 
ments would be encouraging and ought to be most beneficial.

Palmer Stadium is a solid mass of re- 
inforced concrete, without Joint or cre- 
vice. The vusi area of scats are .-elf- 
supported, there being no steel columns 
or girders, and accommodâtes ,11,000 
persons. 

Harvard Stadium was the pioneer 
structure of this type, characteristic of 
the Roman Cdliseum. At Harvard tho 
concrete seals alone will accommodate. 
I'u.Oi'O spectators, but the temporary 

wooden stands on the open side of the 
field and on the top promenade almost 
double (he original capacity, so hat 
last fall, when Harvard defeated Valu 
tor the first time iu the new structure, 
over 44,00) were seated within its 
walls. 

The Vale JJowl will he ready for tho 
Harvard game, and Is the largest of a 
.liiartet of stadia planned to be com- 
pleted this year. The field at Lohigh 
was ihe first, to be opened. Lehigh 
celebrated the dedication by decisively 
defeating the Carlisle Indians. Owing 
to the late arrival of the memorial fund, 
Alumni Field at Cornell, which, with 
the Lehigh. Princeton and Yale stadia, 
makes up the quartet, will not be ready 
for use until next fall. The structure 
at Yale is the- shape of an enormous 
howl, and, like the Syracuse (Stadium, 
I' s Playing field is sunk below Ihe level 
"f the surrounding ground. The t'ers 
of seals, which rise considerably above 
the outside level, e.ffer a total capacity 
Of 111,000 . 

The drawback to these modern coli- 
seums Is in the fact that space can- 
not always be arranged SO as to admit 
the playing of every form of major 
sport. Baseball cannot be played on 
the stadia at Harvard. Vale ,.r Prince- 
ton, through lack of room 

Franklin Field, with ils sealing capa- 
city of 24,000 ( has the largest modern 
brick and stone stands iu use in 'be 
United States, tli It baseball ami evcre 
other form of field sport can be played 
comfortably. Franklin Field has the 
fifth largest seating capacity In the 
country. Derails* of its great capacity 
and Us accessibility it has been Hie 
scene of the annual Army and Navv 
football game for years.

By 
newspapers, by hookJ, by Instruction 
In school and coll?i{e, for more than 
a generation, have the Prussians 
created and fed hatred for England.'

sion that the dirigible has an assured 
future of usefulness, mainly as an Im- 
portant element in military and naval 
service, and secondarily, and In a much 
less important degree, as a means of 
pleasurable travel. 

Most of the dirigible disasters hfvo 
occurred when the grrat airship vas 
making a landing or leaving the grvind 
in winds of more or less strength. 
They seem to show that the airship, 
like the ship of the sea, should remain 
afloat. In Its native element, except 
when it enters Its shed or "dry- lock" 
for repairs. Landings should be ef- 
fected by bringing the ship (head to 
wind) up to lowering, lattice-work 
mooring towers, to which it should be 
anchored by cables extending from the 
bow to the top of the tower. Fl-xlble 
gangways and hose would make pos- 
sible the shipment of passengers and 
the transfer to the ship or supplies ( .f 
gas and oil fuel, as they were aeeded 
In the heaviest gales the ship would 
ride safely head, to wind and clear of 
the ground, as' a ship rides to 1er 
anchor. The disasters caused by ex- 
plosion were due to the fact that f.de- 
nuate provision had not been made 
for preventing the accumulation of ex- 
plosive mixtures or gas and air within 
the outer envelope and in proximity 
to the motors. The provision of blow- 
ers to sweep the connecting tunnels and 
the cars clear of such gases should not 
baffle an Intelligent designer. 

The latest and finest example m* the 
rigid dirigible was the ill-fated L. I, 
recently destroyed by an explosion In 
mid-air, when the whole crew of twen- 
ty-feight people perished. It was 487 
feet long, 50 feet in diameter, and had 
a displacement of 27 tons. Its engines, 
when running at their full capacity of 
900 horsepower, were capable of driving 
the L. 2 at nearly SO miles an hour: 
and she carried sufficient fuel to make 
the voyage, at cruising speed 
across the Atlantic, — From "Two 
Years' Development of the Aeroplane 
and the Dirigible," by J. Bernard 
Walker, in the American Beview of 
Beviews for February.

They also affirmed 
that the barrack life of conscription 
was demoralizing. The Victorias, re- 
plying, said that no decisive blow was 
ever struck by the naVJ in any great 
war.

Knox College defeated Wyellffe Col- 
lege in the Inter-faculty Debating 
Union last night at Wyellffe. The lat- 
ter tool; the affirmative on the resolu- 
tion "That Italy should maintain fcer 
neutrality in the present war." Some 
of the reasons advanced why Italy 
should not remain neutral were to 'he 
effect that Italy has everything to y.iln 
and nothing to lose by Joining the 
Triple Entente; hor opportunities for 
colonization would be increased: her 
domination in the Mediterranean would 
be assisted; her civil and democratic 
Institutions protected and encouraged 
by uniting with Britain, France «nd 
Russia. 

For the affirmative it was argued 
that after half a century of political 
chaos It would be suicidal for Italy to 
go to war now. She was financially 
embarrassed. The development of the 
country commercially and industrially 
was Just commencing.

There 
were nine million acres of an able '.^nd 
tn England, and only two million under 
tlllage. The policy would provide tet- 
ter conditions for the. working man. 
For the negative it was argued thai 
Uk->yd George's policy was only a trang» 
fer of the small holdings act of I9»i. 
Lloyd Oeorge's housing scheme pro- 
vided for 100,000 cottages for laborers, 
but laborers could not take advantage 
of these. There was a w aste here. 'Hie 
sum for these cottages must come ( ut 
of the land tax. This was Insufficient 
to provide so many homes.
